IVginnlng with normal breathing in 


a state of repose, experiments were 
made on forced or labor breathing, 
respiration under exercise, and respira- 
tion as controlled by the mental exer- 
cise of the wilL In order to obtain the 
(•cords of the various conditions, an 
instrument wa* designed which showed 
on the chart in horizontal line, the 
cumber of litres of air expired, acd in 
vertical lines the time in minutes. 


The traces thus obtained differ con- 


siderably from those Illustrating forced 
respiration, l»irg much less deep, 
though deeper than the normal. In 
talking, tingicg, reading and covghing 
the respiration assumed the form of 
breathing under exercse, but in talking 
and reading a'one, where tbe strain of 
the lucgs is very feeble, the traeirg
